DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show "angle of 
90 degrees" as depicted in claim 3. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: "angle of 90 degree" should be illustrated and "elastic TiNi" should be 
defined in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 3, "an angle of 90°" lacks proper antecedent basis provided in the drawings. 
In claim 6, "elastic TiNi" lacks proper antecedent basis provided in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or (e) as being anticipated by Pfeffer et 
al (5,735,289) or by Beyar et al (5,964,771). 

Pfeffer et al disclose a medical instrument for creating a cavity for an endoscopic 
intervention comprising a hollow encasing trocar tube (12); an expander (740) with a retaining 
element (741) with at least two spring blades (722 or 22, 25 and 40)) wherein the trocar tube 
consists of two coaxial sleeves (22, 14) which form a gap (for 740 to extend through). See 
Figures 1 and 7 A. 

Beyar et al disclose a medical instrument for creating a cavity for an endoscopic 
intervention comprising a hollow encasing trocar tube (38); an expander (34) with a retaining 
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element (not shown) with at least two spring blades (32, 33) wherein the trocar tube consists of 
two coaxial sleeves (30, 43) which form a gap (31 - for 34 to extend through). See Figures 5-7.
